lay by big supplies of water 
when it is known that taps 
are turned: off in the early.

Sharp exchanges involving the Puisne Judge 
and three Counsel featured the resumed proceed- 
ings in the petition for the winding-up of the Ching 
Siong Land Investment Go. Ltd in the Bankruptcy 


Court this morning before Mr Justice Reece. 

The crossfire arose over an application by Counsel 
for the petitioners for an order ofthe Court to cross- 
examine Kwik Siang-go, Managing Director of the Ching 


Siong firm. 


In the course of tho: many 
exchanges, Mr John McNeill, 
QC, sought the protection. of the 
Court against what he described 
as contemptuous remarks made 
by Mr Perey Chen. 

Mr Chen was told by Mr 
Justice Reece not to talk to the 
gallery but to the Court. 

Mr Brook Bernacch! took the 
strongest objection to a remark 
ty his Lordship that if Counsel 
could not prepare their. cascs 
properly outside it wos mercly 
a waste of time in Court, 

When Court resumed Mr Mc- 
Neill, with whom is also ap- 
peoring Mr S. V. Gittins, ap- 
plicd to his Lordship for ‘an 
order ‘to cross-examine . Kwik 
Slang-go, who was one of the 
persons opposing the petition, 

Mr Chen, representing S. G. 
Kwik, said that the application 
had taken him completely by 
surprise and he would have to 
consider the matter in law. 

Mr Bernacchi'-said that Mr 
MeNecill should have rend the 
aMdavit as part of ‘his case.
